Driver jailed over 
crossing smash 



THIS is the shocking wreck¬ 
age of a Land Rover after it was 
struck by a train near Ely. 

Dimitar Vaclinov was driving 
the vehicle onto Nairns Level 
Crossing in Stretham when he 
was immediately struck by a 
passenger train travelling at 
70mph. 

The farm worker had not con¬ 
tacted the railway signal box to 
get permission. The Land Rover 
Discovery was thrown off the 
tracks and landed in a ditch to 
the side of the tracks several 
yards from the crossing. 

Vaclinov was thrown from the 
vehicle and was seriously hurt, 
with a broken collar bone and 
fractured skull among his inju¬ 
ries. 

He was taken by air ambu¬ 
lance to Addenbrooke’s where 
he remained under treatment 
for two weeks. 

The train driver suffered from 
shock and post-traumatic stress 
disorder as a result of the crash. 

Vaclinov, who had worked on 
the farm where the level cross¬ 
ing was for years before the ac-

cident on August 12 last year, 
told police that he did know the 
procedure for using the level 
crossing. 

At Cambridge Crown Court 
Vaclinov, 34, of Cambridge 
Road, Ely, was jailed for 10 
months after pleading guilty at 
an earlier hearing to endanger¬ 
ing the safety of persons on the 
railway. 

Investigating officer Det Sgt 
Alan Bardlsey said: “This case 
highlights the need to comply 
with safety instructions while 
crossing the railway. Not only 
did Mr Vaclinov suffer serious 
life-threatening injuries in the 
collision, but he also ended up 
in court facing a serious allega¬ 
tion. 

“It was extremely lucky that 
no one else was injured, the in¬ 
cident was extremely traumatic 
for the train driver and passen¬ 
gers.”

Driver had 
broken leg 
at the time 

IN a previous hearing at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court, it was revealed 
that Vaclinov had a 
broken leg at the time 
of driving his Land 
Rover over the level 
crossing. 

Magistrates at the 
previous hearing in 
April were told it was 
lucky that the train 
did not derail from the 
tracks. 

As a result of the 
collision, there were 
travel delays costing 
£290,000 - with 34 
cancellations and 38 
part cancellations of 
services. 

A total of 105 trains 
were delayed, equating 
to a total delay time 
of more than 1,100 
minutes. 

The cost of damage 
to the train was more 
than £100,000. 

The level crossing 
sees 30 to 40 trains 
cross every day. 

As of April this year, 
the level crossing in 
question had five 
cases of misuse since 
2016, and one near 
miss incident in 2015.

A MOTHER-of-two who sur¬ 
vived breast cancer is call¬ 
ing on others to support the 
Addenbrooke’s annual fund¬ 
raising appeal.

Potato producer, Isle of Ely 
Produce, of Littleport, is gearing up 
for the unusual relay race which 
will see teams speed along the High 
Street with sacks of spuds on their 
backs to raise money for charities. 

If that wasn't enough, all 
competitors get to keep their 
potatoes as part of their entry fee. 

The farmer group also uses it to 
showcase more than 20 local potato 
suppliers as part of the harvest 
festival which starts in Ely on the 
same day. 

Oliver Boutwood, director of Isle 
of Ely Produce, said: "Last year's 
race was amazing. More than 1,000 
people lined the streets, and helped 
us raise over £3,000, and help 10 
local charities. The race fits nicely 
with our campaign which highlights 
the journey the potato makes from 
field to frier." 

Each competitor will be required 
to run the race with a 20kg bag of 
potatoes on their back. This year 
the event will include schools and a 
ladies' race to meet demand.

Campaigners launch petition 
over plans to cut IVF funding 



PROPOSALS to cut NHS-funded 
IVF treatment in Cambridgeshire 
will see hundreds of couples lose 
their chance to create a family. 

Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) is currently consult¬ 
ing on plans to remove financial 
support for specialist fertility treat¬ 
ment. 

The group says it can save 
£700,000 if it scraps specialist fertil¬ 
ity services, making it one of only 
five CCGs to do so. 

Nearly 1,700 people have signed a 
petition calling on health managers 
to abandon the proposals. 

The CCG consultation ran until 
Monday, with public events held 
across the county in recent months. 

Campaigners and health experts 
held their own meeting with CCG 
representatives to discuss the im¬ 
pact of the proposed cuts. 

Stuart Tuckwood, a representa¬ 
tive of UNISON Acute Hospitals, 
said: “We heard some really impas¬ 
sioned stories from a number of 
people on the verge of accessing 
IVF treatment who are scared about 
the prospect of not having it.”

Mr Tuckwood said he understood 
commissioners faced difficult de¬ 
cisions over funding but that cut¬ 
ting fertility services would cost the 
NHS more in the long term. 

“Infertility is a major cause of 
mental health problems. 

People will be stressed and anx¬ 
ious, which will be more likely if 
they don’t have access to IVF,” he 
said. 

Ellie Crane, a campaigner who 
conceived successfully through 
NHS-funded IVF treatment, also 
said: “IVF doesn’t work for every¬ 
one, but it is an amazing procedure 
and it offers hope to those who 
can’t conceive naturally. 

“Not many of us can afford the 
thousands of pounds needed to 
buy fertility treatment privately. In¬ 
fertility is a medical condition and 
I believe medical care shouldn’t de¬ 
pend on the depth of your pockets.” 

Couples in Cambridgeshire can 
currently apply for one round of 


IVF on the NHS if they meet eligi¬ 
bility criteria. 

This is a reduction from the two 
funded rounds available until June 
last year, and below the National 
Institute for Clinical Excellence 
(NICE) recommendations of three 


cycles of treatment. 

According to charity Fertility 
Fairness, 90 per cent of all CCGs 
fund one or more cycle of IVF with 
Cambridgeshire becoming one of 
just five to cut all funding. 

Cambridgeshire is home to 


Bourn Hall, the world’s first IVF 
clinic, founded by the scientists 
whose work lead to the first “test 
tube baby.” 

Dr Mike Macnamee, CEO of 
Bourn Hall, who previously labelled 
the proposed cuts “scandalous”, 
said infertility was not seen as a pri¬ 
ority locally. 

He said: “Recent cuts in funding 
have signalled this area of medicine 
is not a priority and as a result the 
causes of infertility are also not be¬ 
ing properly investigated. 

“The risk is that even couples 
who might conceive naturally will 
miss out on having a baby as they 
are not being given relevant advice 
or medication.” 

Dr Macnamee proposed a more 
integrated approach that would 
involve GPs and fertility specialists 
working more closely together for 
cost-effective outcomes. 

Dr Gary Howsam, CCG chairman, 
told the News : “We have had a good 
response to the consultation, with 
over 1,000 responses received so far 

“I would encourage local people 
to give us their views on the pro¬ 
posal.”

er, said the team wanted 
to do something as a mark 
of respect for the 10 years 
Mr Cox served the public, 
and to give his daughter 
something to look back 
on. 

He said: “I don’t want 
her to forget her dad. I 
want to give her some¬ 
thing to remember him 
by. 

“He was well respected. 
If I had a station full of 
Lance Coxes, then the sta¬ 
tion would run itself. 

“He was dedicated and 
just got on with it.” 

Since Mr Cox was di¬ 
agnosed, his colleagues 
also launched a fustGiv- 
ing fundraising page so 
he and his young family 
could spend some quality 
time together. 

Writing on the page, 
colleague Claire Dunham 


described him as a “leg¬ 
end”. 

She said: “I have worked 
with Lance for a number 
of years. We have shared 
many happy moments 
and many sad moments 
given the nature of our 
job. 

“Lance has worked tire¬ 
lessly for the past 10 years 
to save lives and help peo¬ 
ple in need. 

“[He is] not just my 
work colleague but my 
best friend and family. 
Lance, your green fam¬ 
ily are with you and your 
family all the way.” 

The people of Ely re¬ 
sponded with an out¬ 
pouring of love and good 
wishes for Mr Cox, who 
they called a “top bloke”, 
“generous,” and a “lovely 
man”. 

They raised £3,770 for 
the family to make the 
most of the time they had 
left together before he 
died on fune 22.

THE Duke of Cambridge has 
completed his last shift as an 
air ambulance pilot before 
moving on to life as a full¬ 
time member of the royal 
family 

The News looks back at his 
career. 

Prince William announced 
in January he would be leav¬ 
ing the East Anglian Air Am¬ 
bulance (EAAA), and has 
clocked up more than two 
years flying medical crews to 
emergencies from a base at 
Cambridge Airport. 

He paid a personal trib¬ 
ute to the nation’s emer¬ 
gency services, speaking of 
his “profound respect” for 
its men and women, ahead 
of his final shift which fin¬ 
ished around midnight last 
Wednesday. 

Writing in the East An¬ 
glian Daily Times, Prince 
William said: “As part of the 
team, I have been invited 
into people’s homes to share 
moments of extreme emo¬ 
tion, from relief that we have 
given someone a fighting 
chance, to profound grief. 

“I have watched as in-

credibly skilled doctors and 
paramedics have saved peo¬ 
ple’s lives. These experiences 
have instilled in me a pro¬ 
found respect for the men 
and women who serve in 
our emergency services...” 

Out of the many emer¬ 
gencies he has attended he 
highlighted two: “One of the 
first call-outs I made was to 
a young man who had com¬ 
mitted suicide. It was an in¬ 
credibly tough day and had 
a profound effect on all of 
us, not least in my determi¬ 
nation now to draw atten¬ 
tion to this issue.” 

He also mentioned an¬ 
other young man involved 
in a traffic accident: “His un¬ 
cle in the car with him sadly 
didn’t survive, and I was 
sure that from what we were 
faced with that he wouldn’t 
either - but thanks to the 
skills of our medical team he 
is alive today.

we all had to pitch in to fight 
to save the young man’s life. 
It is days like this, when you 
know you have made a dif¬ 
ference, that give you the de¬ 
termination to keep going.” 

The Duke joined the or¬ 
ganisation as a pilot in 
March 2015 and after com¬ 
pleting an initial period of 
job specific training involv¬ 
ing simulator, aircraft and 
in-flight skills training, he 
began piloting his first op¬ 
erational missions in July 
that year. 

Prince William has been 
based at Cambridge Airport, 
as part of a team including 
specialist doctors, critical 
care paramedics and pilots 
providing emergency medi¬ 
cal services across Bedford¬ 
shire, Cambridgeshire, Nor¬ 
folk and Suffolk. 

Patrick Peal, EAAA’s chief 
executive, said: “William has 
been an integral part of the 
team for the past two years. 

“He is not only a fantastic 
pilot, but a much loved and 
valued member of the crew; 
he will be truly missed by 
everyone at EAAA.”

City could 
get a new 
hospital 
under site 
proposals

In forwarding the hospital option, the 
trust said it took into account demographic 
changes and population growth, as well as 
“evolving service demand, new models of 
care and the aged infrastructure of current 
buildings on the site”. 

Trust members also met with the district 
council to discuss the planning constraints 
and options available to them. 

Once the plans are drawn up, a number of 
events will be staged in 2018 to share these 
proposals with the local community. 

MP for South East Cambridgeshire Lucy 
Fraser, who has been involved in the process, 
said: “I am a keen supporter of the services at 
the Princess ofWales. 

“There are discussions and plans to up¬ 
date the building at the site to make it a more 
modern facility which will better serve our 
local community. 

“Last month I met 
with the Health Min¬ 
ister in Westminster 
to raise the profile 
of the hospital and 
press the case for 
funds to develop 
the site and I will 
continue to press 
to ensure we get 
the best possible 
healthcare services lo¬ 
cally.” 

The news was revealed to staff at the hospi¬ 
tal earlier this month. 

In an internal letter given to the News by 
the trust, director of finance and resources 
Mark Robbins wrote: “As landlord of the Prin¬ 
cess of Wales in Ely, Cambridgeshire Com¬ 
munity Services NHS Trust is working with 
health and social care partners to create ex¬ 
citing redevelopment plans for the site. 

“We have begun a programme of meetings 
with service providers on site to identify their 
future clinical and physical requirements for 
any new build/redesign. 

“We’re also meeting with key external part¬ 
ners, including East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and local MPs to ensure we under¬ 
stand and can take into account the wider 
aspirations and challenges for the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire population. 

“This programme of meetings will culmi¬ 
nate in the development of a business case 
which in turn will inform a planning applica¬ 
tion in due course.” 

The Princess of Wales Hospital former¬ 
ly known as Ely Royal Air Force Hospital, 
opened in 1940. In July 1987, it was renamed 
the Princess of Wales RAF hospital during 
a visit by Princess Diana. In recent years its 
long-term future has hung in the balance. 

In 2015 local campaigners hit out after a 
leaked report suggested the minor injuries 
unit at the hospital was under threat from 
closure due to NHS cuts, petitioning the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough Clinical 
Commissioning Group for them to be saved. 

In May the first stage of a new local care pi¬ 
lot at The Princess ofWales in Ely began, with 
the employment of more members of staff in 
the minor injuries unit team.

Dog walking ‘keeps 
elderly more active’ 


DOG walking could be the key to 
keeping older people active, a new 
study has confirmed. 

Older dog owners spend less time in 
the day being sedentary, researchers 
from Cambridge University and the 
University of East Anglia found. 

They discovered that regularly walk¬ 
ing a dog boosts levels of physical ac¬ 
tivity in older people, especially dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

The research, published in the 
Journal of Epidemiology and Com¬ 
munity Health, analysed data from a 
long-term study which is tracking the 
health and well-being of thousands of 
people living in Norfolk. 

Researchers from the University of 
East Anglia (UEA) and the University 
of Cambridge found that owning or 
walking a dog was one of the most ef¬ 
fective ways to beat the usual decline 
in later-life activity. 

Of the 3,123 people taking part in 
the study with an average age of 69.5, 
18 per cent reported having a dog in 
their households. 

Two-thirds of dog owners walked 
their pets at least once a day. 

The researchers found that regular 
dog walkers were more active and less 
sedentary on days with the poorest

conditions than non-dog owners were 
on the days with the best conditions. 

In the worst weather, those who 
walked their dogs had 20 per cent 
higher activity levels than non-dog 
owners and were more active for 30 
minutes each day. 

The authors say their findings sug¬ 
gest that dog walking “may have con¬ 
siderable potential to support the 
maintenance of physical activity in 
older adults.” 

It could also form part of exercise on 
prescription schemes. 

They acknowledge that dog own¬ 
ership is not possible for some older 
adults but added: “Dog walking op¬ 
portunities for older adults who do not 
own a dog could be organised by local 
community organisations or charities, 
and dog walking groups may provide 
wider well-being benefits associated 
with increased social contact.” 

Borrow My Doggy, a nationwide 
network, which provides regular 
group dog walks for people who are 
not dog owners, might be one such 
option, they suggest. 


“We know that physical activity lev¬ 
els decline as we age, but we’re less 
sure about the most effective things 
we can do to help people maintain 
their activity as they get older,” said 
study lead author Dr Yu-Tzu Wu, from 
the University of Cambridge. 

“We found that dog walkers were 
much more physically active and 
spent less time sitting overall. 

“We expected this, but when we 
looked at how the amount of physical 
activity participants undertook each 
day varied by weather conditions, we 
were really surprised at the size of 
the differences between those who 
walked dogs and the rest of the study 
participants.” 

Project lead Prof Andy fones, from 
UEA, said: “We were amazed to find 
that dog walkers were on average 
more physically active and spent less 
time sitting on the coldest, wettest 
and darkest days than non-dog own¬ 
ers were on long, sunny, and warm 
summer days. 

“The size of the difference we ob¬ 
served between these groups was 
much larger than we typically find for 
interventions such as group physical 
activity sessions that are often used to 
help people remain active.”

Small businesses will be breathing 
a sigh of relief as HMRC recently 
announced their new digitalisation of 
tax returns, or Making Tax Digital 
(MTD) as it is now known, has been 
delayed further. They have also 
announced a slower transition into the 
system for businesses. 

So what does this mean in reality? 
If you are VAT registered you will need 
to start using accounting software to 
keep your records from 6 April 2019 
at the latest, when you will be required 
to submit your VAT returns through 
the software rather than online with 
HMRC. Those businesses that are not 
VAT registered will not need to do 
anything now until 2020. 

Although MTD was forcing a lot of 
businesses to use accounting software, 
there are advantages to choosing to 
use it rather than the traditional cash 
book, excel spreadsheets or even 
a shoe box of receipts! Most of the 
new programmes bring your bank 
transactions straight in from your 
online accounts. They allow you to 
raise sales invoices in the programme, 
email them to a customer and allow 
the customer to pay the invoice off the 
email. There are also add-ons to the 
programmes that allow your expense 
receipts to be stored in the programme 
and entered from a scanned document, 
reducing the amount of paperwork you 
need to keep. 

As well as streamlining your records 
they also allow you to see how the 
business is doing on a regular basis, 
reducing the annual task of preparing 
all of your records in one go. Should 
you need help moving into digital 
record keeping, please do not hesitate 
to contact us.

RAIL travellers using Great Northern 
trains can look forward to free wi-fi. 

Govia Thameslink Railway (GTR) 
has started to roll out the service on 
more of its trains. 

A spokesman said: "Following 
its arrival on Gatwick Express in 
September 2016, the worldwide 
web is now available on newly- 
introduced Class 387 trains on the 
Great Northern route to and from 
King's Cross. 

"From later this year and through 
next year, wi-fi will be steadily 
introduced across other fleets 
on the GTR network, including 
Thameslink." 

GTR's engineering director Gerry 
McFadden said: "GTR was brought 
in to modernise the railway. That 
means bringing in new trains as 
well as new services, infrastructure 
and working practices to address 
the massive increase in passenger 
numbers on this, the UK's most 
congested railway. 

"One of the intended spin-offs is 
the introduction of on-board wi-fi. 
We've had it on our new Gatwick 
Express fleet for 10 months; now it's 
been switched on across our new 
Great Northern trains. 

"Coupled with power points at every 
pair of seats and air conditioning, 
we're doing our best to give 
passengers a better journey. Steadily 
we'll be adding Wi-Fi to other trains 
in our fleet."

Phone warnings beamed 
to distracted youngsters

NETWORK Rail has introduced 
new technology across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to protect children 
from being distracted while using 
level crossings. 

Many of them are thought not 
to be paying full attention when 
crossing the railway whether talk¬ 
ing to friends or using their phones 
or cameras. 

The new system uses geo-target- 
ing technology to tell young people 
using their phones near level cross¬ 
ings to put them away especially 
where phone distraction has been 
flagged as high risk. 

The technology has been in¬ 
stalled at Littleport station level 
crossing where there have been 126 
incidents in the last year. The new 
system has also been installed at 
Ely and Waterbeach. 

Richard Tew, Network Rail’s head 
of route safety for Anglia, said: 
“Many people are aware of the is¬ 
sue of distraction for drivers, but 
it is very worrying that so many 
young adults admit to putting 
themselves at unnecessary risk by 
getting distracted when crossing 
the railway. 

“We are investing more than 
£100 million to improve level cross-

ing safety across Britain as part of 
the Railway Upgrade Plan, but we 
also need everyone who uses level 
crossings to do their bit too. 

“By paying attention to the warn¬ 
ings at level crossings and avoiding 
distractions, we can all keep our¬ 
selves out of harm’s way.” 

Young people are more likely to 
have a near miss at a level crossing 
during the summer. Light nights, 
coupled with the summer holidays, 
spell danger for Britain’s youth with 
August and early September seeing 
near misses at level crossings rise 
significantly. 

New data also reveals that over 
two thirds of near misses are be¬ 
cause of distraction, with the top 
three highlighted as friends, head¬ 
phones (20 per cent) and mobile 
phones. 

Almost a third of young adults 
admit to using their mobile phone 
while crossing the railway. 

While Britain still has the safest 
rail network in Europe, level cross¬ 
ings are one of the biggest public 
safety risks.

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The world was all shook up 40 years ago when Elvis Presley died. MARION McMULLEN goes back to the early 
days to discover how a fledgling singer became an international star, capturing the hearts of millions worldwide 


I T COST Elvis Presley the grand 
sum of $3.98 to record his first 
song back in 1953. He went along 
to Sun Records at Union Avenue 
in Memphis home to the 
Memphis Recording Service. 

They offered people the chance to 
record a two-sided record of their 
own performance and the teen Elvis 
chose a chart hit called My 
Happiness and That's 
When Your Heartaches 
Begin by American 
singing group The Ink 
Spots. 

He went back the 
next year and recorded 
and played guitars on 
ballads I'll Never Stand 
In Your Way and It 
Wouldn't Be The Same 
(Without You). But 
breaking into the 
music business was 
tough and Elvis faced a 
lot of rejections as he 
tried to make his mark. 

He auditioned to be 
a replacement singer 
for a group called The 
Songfellows but was 
turned down and was 
then offered the 
chance to sing with 
Memphis bandleader 
Eddie Bond and his 
band at the Hi-Hat 
Club, but after a few 
songs done to his own 
accompaniment, the club's 
owner had heard enough and 
Elvis was not invited back. 

His first recording for record 
producer and music executive 
Sam Phillips - a song called 
Without You - failed to impress, 
but Sam then allowed him to 
sing everything he knew and 
his raw talent shone through. 

Guitarist Scotty Moore and 
bass player Bill Black worked 
with the young Elvis and 
remember their first meeting 
with him in 1954 when he 
turned up wearing pink slacks 
with a guitar in his hand. 

Scotty later said: "Well, he's got a 
good voice, good singer, if we can 
find the right material.'' 

The early recordings from Elvis can 
be heard on new release Elvis Presley 
- A Boy From Tupelo, which covers 
the years from 1953 to 1955 and 
includes every known Sun 
Records master and out-take, live 
performances and radio recordings, 
Elvis’s self-financed first acetates and 
a newly discovered previously 
unreleased recording. 

Elvis grew up surrounded by 
music. His parents bought him his 
first guitar when he was 11 and his 
mother Gladys later wrote to a fan 
telling how she carried him to church 
every Sunday when he was little. 

She said: "He would slide off my 
lap, run down the aisle, and scramble 
up to the platform of the church. He 
would stand looking at the choir and 
try and sing with them. He was too 
little to know the words, but he could 
carry the tune.” 

It was the first step on the road to 
success for Elvis and in 1955 he 
signed a three-year deal with RSC

with two additional one-year 
options. 

The new management contract 
gave his manager Colonel Parker 25 
per cent of the gross income on all 
Elvis's activities. 

Elvis later sent a telegram to 
Colonel Parker saying: "Dear 
Colonel. Words can never tell you 
how my folks and I appreciate what 
you did for me. I have always known 
and now my folks are assured that 
you are the best and most wonderful 
person I could ever hope to work 
with. Believe me when I say I will 
stick with you thru (sic) thick and 


thin and do everything I can to 
uphold your faith in me. Again I say 
thanks and I love you like a father.” 

Elvis was just 42 when he died 40 
years ago, in 1977. It is estimated that 
he sold more than one billion records 
worldwide during his career. 
Combined with his acting work, Las 
Vegas residency, countless music 
awards and TV specials, he was 
undoubtedly the biggest music star 
the world had ever seen. 

Tennessee's most celebrated 
son rose from the poor streets of 
Tupelo to record hit after hit from 
Heartbreak Hotel, Blue Suede Shoes 


and Hound Dog to Jailhouse Rock, 

It's Now Or Never, Are You Lonesome 
Tonight and Viva Las Vegas. 

As he once told secretary Marion 
Keisker, who worked for Sam Phillips, 
"I sing all kinds... I don't sound like 
nobody.”

T HE deafening roar of FI 

engines reverberates from 
my eardrums to the pit of 
my stomach. Somebody 
offers me a pair of earplugs 
to muffle the sound, but I politely 
decline. 

We are just metres away from the 
starting grid at the Bahrain 
International Circuit and there is no 
adrenaline rush like it - if you like 
supercars, that is. 

The fact that we're stone- 
cold sober, watching from 
a 'dry' box to respect 
our local hosts, 
means we're even 
more focused on all 
57 laps as Sebastian 
Vettel cruises into 
pole position. Even 
the podium finish 
vetoes the traditional 
champagne spray in 
favour of a sparkling 
non-alcoholic drink 
called Waard - although take note 
that drinking alcohol isn't banned 
in Bahrain for non-Muslims. 

Home to a Formula One race 
since 2004, the annual spectacle in 
mid-April is undoubtedly Bahrain's 
biggest tourism pull. 

Revving up over three days, a 
schedule of practice sessions, driver 
meet-and-greets, pit lane walks and 
pre-race concerts (hello, Enrique 
Iglesias) means that hotels, hip 
restaurants and flights get booked 
up fast during the FI window. 


But, Lewis Hamilton and Co. 
aside, the small island state in the 
gulf is gearing up to be a tourist 
destination in its own right; like a 
baby Dubai of sorts - but with way 
more history and cultural pull. 

Bahrain is made up of 33 islands 
but the majority of habitants are on 
mainland Bahrain and the island of 
Muharraq, which are connected by 
road. 

Islands such as Hawar and Umm 
An Na'san are mainly sanctuaries 





for Bahraini wildlife, like 
spiny-tailed lizards, sand 
gazelles and protected 
Socotra Cormorant 
birds. 

"My grandfather was 
a pearl diver,'' our city 
guide Fadhal proudly 
announces, "but that all 
changed with the arrival 
of oil." 

Bahrain, still known as the 
Pearl of the Gulf, first 
discovered oil in 1931, which 
coincided with the collapse of the 
once flourishing world pearl 
market. 

We visit the very unassuming site 
of the first ever Oil Well No. 1 at the 
foothill of Jebel A1 Dukhan and 
check out the drilling equipment 
that helped trigger Bahrain's boom. 
The clunky machinery is a far cry 
from the high-tech hydraulics we 
saw in action at the Formula One. 

Now, with limited reserves and 
oil prices plummeting, Middle East

countries like Bahrain have 
switched their focus from trade to 
tourism - attracting 200,000 visitors 
a week in the process. New 
Instagram-able additions include 
high-gloss hotels, like the Four 
Seasons Bahrain Bay, which you'll 
find on its own exclusive island, and 
chic international restaurants, like 
Asia de Cuba. 

Bahrain Bay, on the north coast of 
capital Manama, is the equivalent of 
Dubai's mega-luxe The Palm - an 
ambitious 2.5 billion-dollar project 
that includes the new Wyndham 
Grand Manama Hotel, an iconic 
twisted glass structure that you can 
see for miles. 

But despite the hype of shiny new 
development, it's the Bahraini 
culture and history that's perhaps 
the biggest draw for Brit first-timers. 

We visit Haji's Cafe, the oldest 
restaurant in Manama dating back 
to 1950, to refuel for a day of 
sight-seeing. A recent visit from 
celebrity chef Wolfgang Puck has 
made the authentic cafe even more 
popular with locals and tourists. 

There's no set menu because it 
changes by the hour, so we're 
warmly welcomed by the 
charismatic owner with red tea and 
saffron milk as we receive plate after 
plate of surprise mini breakfast 
dishes (all for around £4 each). It's a 
banquet of egg mixed with tomato 
and coriander, chickpeas, cheesy 
beans, warm Bahraini flat breads 
and fresh natural yoghurts. 
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Going back even further in 
time, to around 2,300BC, we 
brave the searing midday heat to 
explore an archaeological site 
which was once the capital of 
Dilmun, one of the region's most 
important ancient civilizations. 
The ruins of the 16th century 
Portuguese fort Qal'at A1 
Bahrain, now a World Heritage 
Site, perch atop layers of human 
occupation. 

Another trip highlight is 
wandering through the magical 
narrow alleyways of Muharraq, 
Bahrain's second largest island 
and another World Heritage Site. 

Extensive restoration projects 
- some still ongoing - have 
brought some of its oldest 


properties back to life. 

We seek shade at Sheikh Isa 
Bin Ali House in Muharraq, 
which gives you a glimpse into 
how 19th century Bahraini 
royalty lived. With its ornate wall 
carvings and stained-glass 
windows, it's considered one of 
the most impressive examples of 
Gulf Islamic architecture in 
Bahrain. 

We make a pit-stop at the 
House of Coffee for a mid-tour 
energy boost, a modern space 
that was once three traditional 
Bahraini houses. Gahwa (Arabic 
coffee) is a big part of Arabian 
hospitality but it's nothing like 
the black coffee you’d find at 
home. Lighter and sweeter, it's 


often flavoured with cardamom 
and other spices. 

Then it's back to Manama, 
which is much buzzier and more 
atmospheric than the sleepy 
backstreets of Muharraq. We 
weave through the colourful 
markets, which have a constant 
chattering of sewing machines 
and locals haggling for produce. 

The original location for 
Manama’s jewel trading, the 
Gold Suq is now a prime 
window-shopping location, with 
more than 30 family-owned 
stores selling nothing but gold. 
The purest available in Bahrain is 
24 carat and the price per gram 
is £31.86 (around 15.50BHD). 

With his pearl-diving ancestry, 
it’s only fitting that our 
guide Fadhal takes us to 
one of Manama’s most 
prestigious pearl shops, A1 
Hashimi Pearls. The owner 
proudly showcases one of 
the most expensive types 
of pearl, dana, which can 
set you back around 
£20,000 for a necklace. 

I wonder to myself who 
might splash out on such 
an expensive piece, but 
then, you never know, 
there might just be a 
Formula One driver just 
around the corner...

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M ONTY DON was on my 

local radio station recently. 
He was in town to deliver 
an enthusiastic talk to his 
gardening disciples - of 
which there are many. 

A listener called in with a question 
about the potential damage caused by 
slug pellets on our hedgehog 
population. 

His answer was swift and absolutely 
right - our hedgehog numbers are 
depleting at an alarming rate. They 
take refuge in gardens and we should 
do all we can to protect and 
encourage them. 

What's more they'll feed on the 
slugs. No garden plant, he said, is 
worth the life of a hedgehog. Hear 
hear! 

In this chemical-oriented age, it is 
far better to work with nature and 
encourage sympathetic ecosystems 
which allow flora and fauna to thrive 
in harmony. 

An alternative to using insecticides 
is to encourage beneficial insects to 
your garden to do the work for you. 

Aphids are the number one pest in 
the garden at the moment. 

Not only does their sap sucking 
distort foliage, but they excrete sticky 
honeydew. This sticky sugary 
substance soon becomes covered in 
mould, creating unsightly black 
blotches on leaves. 

Hosing them off or even wiping 
them off is one way of managing them 
but it also helps to encourage 
predators who will eat them. Enter our 
favourite beetle - the ladybird. 

Our first introduction is probably as 
schoolchildren, reading the Ladybird 
books. 

Easily identified with black spots on 
a red background, it's considered 
good luck when one lands on you - 
and they don't bite, which helps their 
popularity. 

The "lady” is thought to refer to the 
Virgin Mary - legend has it that 
farmers in bygone eras were plagued 
with pests eating their crop until these 
beetles arrived and rescued the 
situation. 

There are 46 different species in 
Britain, with variations such as yellow 
and orange backgrounds, or the spots

varying in quantity and colour. 

Ladybirds have an unsurpassed 
appetite for aphids, munching up to 
50 a day or 5,000 during their lives. 

They will also eat mites, thrips, scale 
insects and whiteflies. The larvae of 
ladybirds will also eat their own body 
weight in aphids every day. You can 
buy ladybirds from green garden 
suppliers for release in your garden or 
greenhouse. These will cost around 
£20 for 25 adults. 

They should be released at twilight, 
temperatures need to be above 10°C 
and free them near an aphid-infested 
plant. If the ladybirds don't find food 
quickly they will fly off to your

neighbour's garden and feast on their 
aphids. 

A less expensive route is to grow 
some plants that ladybirds like. 

They love herbs such as mint, 
chives, coriander, fennel and dill, and 
flat-topped flowers such as yarrow. 

Include calendula, statice, alyssum 


and cosmos in your flower 
beds. 

Common "weeds” such as 
dandelions and clover also tickle their 
tastebuds so you can relax the next 
time the lawn sprouts a few of these 
and view them as wildlife-friendly. 

Ladybirds need places to hibernate 
during the winter. 

They naturally overwinter in 
crevices of bark on trees and in piles 
of leaf litter. You can create your own 
ladybird house by using a simple 
wooden box and adding bits of bark 
and leaf litter. 

Alternatively, construct a wildlife 
wall - this is made from layers of brick 


or tile and wood against a wall with 
some corrugated cardboard included 
in the layers for ladybirds to lay eggs. 

Or make a log pile using a few 
branches, logs and twigs in an out-of- 
the way area where they won't be 
disturbed. 

Even just leaving an area unmown 
or perennials not cut down for the 
winter provides a good hideaway for 
insects. 

It's also a great excuse for some lazy 
gardening days and explaining why 
your garden isn't perfectly neat. 

Well, we could all do with a day off! 



LOBELIA HADSPEN PURPLE 

HANGING baskets and 
containers are full of 
trailing blue lobelia - it's 
a firm favourite with 
gardeners. 

But let me introduce 
you to another lobelia - 
Hadspen Purple. 

It shares the classic 
lobelia flower shape. All 
lobelia flowers have two 
lips - usually an upper lip 
with two lobes, with the

bottom lip divided into 
three lobes. 

This variety is hardy 
with beautiful rich purple 
flowers which will last to 
autumn. It likes the sun 
and can manage partial 
shade but it doesn't like 
to dry out. Plant in moist 
conditions such as 
slightly boggy soil. 


WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


■ PLENTY to harvest 
now - courgettes, 
before they turn to 
marrows, as well as second 
earlies and main crop 
potatoes, if the foliage is 
going yellow. French and 
runner beans can be 
cropped regularly, and 
onions, shallots and garlic 
are ready to dig up when 
foliage becomes yellow and 
flops over. 

■ CHECK for cabbage 


white butterfly eggs and 
remove. Do the same with 
blackfly on broad beans 
and aphids everywhere. 

■ SPOT-TREAT lawn weeds 
or pull out by hand. 

■ CUT back perennials 
which are finished or those 
that will give a second 
flush, such as hardy 
geraniums. Dead-head 


bedding plants and 
perennials. 

■ GOING on holiday? 
Move pots to shady 
positions and ask a 
neighbour to water them. 

■ PREVENT disease by 
removing rose leaves with 
black spot from the ground, 
and fallen diseased apples 
or pears. 

■ IF YOU'RE growing fruit 
in containers, give them a 
high potash liquid feed.

their flat, on the night she was 
last seen, January 24. 

Pregnant Irene, 25, was found 
on April 8 by Corney Reach 
steps in Chiswick. She was last 
seen in The Windmill pub, 
Chiswick High Road, the night 
before her death. Helen was 
dumped in Brentford on April 
24. The last positive sighting 
was at her bedsit in Willesden 
three days earlier. Her body 
gave up the first major clue: 
dust and paint particles. 

Victim Mary Fleming, 30, had 
been soliciting on Queensway 
on July 11. Three days later, her 
body was found in a street in 
Chiswick. Next was Frances 


THE KILLER 

THE killer stopped his spree after 
Bridie's murder. The probe was 
rapidly wound down. It had failed 
because Scotland Yard's top 
officers had little expertise in 
catching serial killers. 

Modern investigations would use 
new profiling techniques. Expert 
geographic analysis in my book 
reveals the killer probably lived in a 
small area stretching west from 
central Hammersmith or Holland 
Park. Today's detectives use such 
tools to narrow their search. 

It is sobering to think the killer 
could be alive today, perhaps in his 
late 70s. His crimes are largely 
forgotten, no doubt due to a lack of 
sympathy for the victims, seen as 
being outside of decent society. 

Who was he? Probably a 
policeman, though not the 
disgraced detective, who could not 


S WINGING London woke 
up on April 24,1964, to the 
news that a depraved serial 
killer was stalking its 
streets. 

The body of Helen Barthelemy, 
22, had been found naked in an 
alley. She was the second victim 
discovered that month and the 
third since February. 

Like the other victims, Helen 
worked the streets of West London. 
Along with Hannah Tailford and 
Irene Lockwood, she was petite 
and vulnerable. 

The killer's grim trademark was 
the removal of his victims' clothing 
and belongings - even false teeth 
- earning him the nickname Jack 
the Stripper. 

Det Chief Supt John du Rose, led 
the inquiry. Known as Four-Day 
Johnny for his speed in solving 
cases, Mr du Rose said: "There are 
hundreds of police involved, more 
than any inquiry ever before. We'll 
get him. You can be sure of that.'' 

Yet they never did. How did the 
murderer evade the massive 
investigation? 

Reviewing rarely seen case files, 
old coroners’ reports and 
photoraphs exposes a shocking 
insight into the underbelly of 1960s 
London. 

The 'Nude Murders' as they 
became known revealed a brutal 
sex trade flourishing on many West 
London streets. 


THE INVESTIGATION 

MR DU ROSE, one of Scotland 
Yard's top five investigators, took 
charge of the Nude Murders case 
in February 1965. He had a 
200-strong CID force, plus another 
100 officers. The Special Patrol 
Group of 300 officers was also 
called in. 

Observation points were 
set up around West London 
to monitor cars seen 
repeatedly at night. Officers 
did intelligence-gathering in 
pubs and clubs. 

Policewomen 
disguised as 
prostitutes noted 
car registration 
plates and 
suspicious 
behaviour. 

A break-through 
came when dust 
and paint 

particles on the last 
four women revealed 
they'd been stored at an 
abandoned factory on 
Heron Trading Estate, 
where Bridget 'Bridie' 

O'Hara was found. Police 
began interviewing 7,000 
employees. 


THE SUSPECTS 

DETECTIVES probed 
suspects including a dental 
surgeon, a mortuary 
assistant and the victims' 
partners. 

No evidence was found. 
But one suspect did raise 
major suspicions, a 
disgraced former detective. 


Brown, 21. She and fellow 
prostitute Beryl Mahood had 
been picked up by two 
motorists near Portobello Road. 

Frances was found on 
November 25, in a Kensington 
car park. Beryl gave police 
descriptions of the motorists. 

Bridget 'Bridie' O'Hara, 27, 
meanwhile, had been drinking in 
Shepherd's Bush Hotel before 
leaving with an unidentified 
man. She was found on 
February 16,1965, on a trading 
estate in Acton. 

Two other prostitutes who 
may have been victims of the 
killer were Elizabeth Figg, 21, 
found on June 17,1959, and 
Gwyneth Rees, 22, found on 
November 8,1963. 


even carry out a burglary without 
being spotted. 

Yet the possibility remains that 
the killer was a more devious 
officer, involved in the probe. 

If so, he had a fantastic 
advantage in keeping ahead of Mr 
Du Rose’s team. 

He would know the night 
observation points, the alleys and 
abandoned factories. 

He could even have stalked 
victims while on duty. He would 
know when to stop if the manhunt 
was closing in. 

He evaded Scotland Yard's 
searchlight, yet he was probably in 
plain sight all along. 

He was most likely one of them.

THE victims were prostitutes, 
around 5ft lin. The first two 
women were found in the 
Thames; the next four all had 
dust and paint particles on 
their bodies, revealing they had 
been undressed and stored 
before being dumped in public 
places.

None showed 
signs of sexual violence, but 
detectives speculated they 
had been killed during a sex 
act.

He had carried out 
burglaries to 
embarrass 
colleagues, who 
he felt victimised 
him. The crimes were 
discovered, he lost his 
job and in 1962 he 
was jailed for a year. A 
colleague described 
him as "creepy'! 

This man, who is still 
alive, became the prime 
suspect. He had lived in 
police quarters near the 
Heron Trading Estate, had 
a grudge against police 
and knew the areas where 
the bodies were found. 
Yet, despite extensive 
investigations, officers 
drew a blank - no 
evidence tied him to 
the crimes.

TIN MAN by Sarah Winman, Tinder Press,

ACTRESS and writer 
Sarah Winman's third 
novel Tin Man is a 
heart-breaking story 
about love, loss and 
grief. 

Ellis and Michael are 
best friends, growing up without 
mothers in Oxford in the 1970s. They 
share a love of cycling and travel, 
and, on a trip to France, their 
relationship becomes physical. A few 
years later, Annie enters the picture, 
with the trio soon becoming 
inseparable. But then Michael moves 
to London and disappears from Ellis 
and Annie's lives. 

Years pass, and in 1996 the reader 
encounters a withdrawn Ellis living 
on his own and working nights at a 
car factory. The devastating events 
of the intervening years slowly come 
to light as Winman skilfully moves 
between characters and decades. 

This book is all emotion, and 
unashamedly so, exploring themes 
such as the exuberance of youth and 
the desperation of unrequited love 
- and what lingers at the end is an 
overwhelming sense of sadness. 

Tin Man may be a short novel, at 
just 195 pages, but it packs an 
enormous punch.

Her storytelling is immaculate, 
hopping between past and present, 
and in and out of different 
characters. It's a tough read at 
times, but Jewell always keeps 
everything moving. 

The intrigue never flags as she 
pushes towards a redemptive 
resolution. 

An astute and emotionally charged 
read, riddled with creepiness. Fully 
recommended.

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Experts’ doubts 
on clean air plan

Evoque is the top car 
for Premiership stars 

THEY may earn an average 
salary of £2.4 million a year 
but the most popular car for 
a premiership footballer is the 
Range Rover Evoque, a compact 
SUV which costs from around 
£30,000. 

That's according to a new list 
compiled by premium vehicle 
finance provider JBR Capital, 
which has put together a top 10 of 
the most popular cars purchased 
on finance by premiership players 
over the last two years. 

While the relatively affordable 
Evoque finishes in first place, 
the top 10 shows that players 
don't hold back when it comes 
to filling their garages with 
dream machines, with the four 
top cars after the Evoque being 
the Lamborghini Aventador, the 
Mercedes-Benz Onyx G6 GLE 
Coupe, Bentley Continental GT 
and Ferrari FI 2 Berlinetta. 


M OTORING experts have 
raised a series of concerns 
over the Government's 
freshly coined clean air strategy. 

Jim Holder, editorial director of 
What Car? magazine, said it would be 
"a tall order" to increase the market 
share of electrified vehicles from 4 
per cent of new car sales today to 
100 per cent in just 23 years. 

"The car industry has proved 
time and again that it can hit 
demanding targets, but at the 
moment electrified cars are both 
more expensive and less usable than 
traditionally-engined ones," he said. 

"These are hurdles that must be 
overcome to win over car buyers." 

Holder said concerns over 
the charging infrastructure, the 
response of drivers to electric cars 
and the loss of billions of pounds 
of fuel duty meant "the risk is that 
this announcement creates more 
problems than it solves". 

The AA described the ambition 
to stop the sale of new petrol and 
diesel cars by 2040 as "a step in the 
right direction", but insisted there

were "plenty of factors that need to 
be addressed". 

Significant investment will be 
required to install charging points 
across the country, including fast-charge 
points so cars can be topped up within 
half an hour, according to the firm's 
roads policy spokesman Jack Cousens. 

He predicted that the National 
Grid would be under pressure to 
"cope with a mass switch-on after 
the evening rush hour". 

Cousens said affordability would 
play a key role in achieving the 
Government's ambitions and 
families on low incomes would need 
assistance and incentives to make 
the switch to electric cars. 


He warned that although eight 
out of 10 drivers say they want clean 
air, many are sceptical whether a 
roll-out of Clean Air Zones in cities 
across the UK would be handled 
fairly, noting that car drivers are "not 
the only source of air pollution". 

"Clean Air Zones should be the 
port of last resort rather than the 
position of first response," he added. 

Steve Gooding, director of 
motoring research charity the RAC 
Foundation, said putting local 
authorities in charge of imposing 
restrictions on vehicles meant diesel 
owners "remain in the dark over 
where and when they will be able to 
use their cars and at what cost". 

There is still "a lot to do" to get 
the take-up of ultra-low emission 
cars "on the right trajectory" as there 
are only 100,000 of them on the 
road out of a car fleet of more than 
30 million, Gooding said. 

He added that while a scrappage 
scheme "sounds good", the absence 
of a firm plan shows how difficult it 
is to create a "meaningful, cost- 
effective model". 



Electric era is 
‘exciting future’ 

THE rise of electric cars and 
homeowners generating, storing and 
selling their own electricity is a key 
concern for the energy supply and UK 
Power Networks, which supplies energy 
to London, the east and south east.

UK Power Network's Future 
Smart consultation focuses largely 
on ensuring the electricity network 
can cope with increasing EV uptake 
by giving consumers the power to 
control when they charge their car, for 
example, to make the most of off-peak 
savings and reducing strain on the grid.
